Gun Vote Comes Down to the Wire 


Background-check bid 
gains GOP supporter, 
but is that enough? 


Washington 

A bipartisan Senate proposal to 
expand background checks for gun 
buyers gained the backing of one 
Republican and the potential sup- 
port of a second Sunday as sponsors 
said the vote expected this week was 
too close to call. 

The plan would “strengthen the 
background check system without 
in any way infringing on Second 
Amendment rights,” Maine Sen. 
Susan Collins said in a statement 
explaining her support. But she added 
that “it is impossible to predict at this 
point” what will be in a final bill. 

Arizona Sen. John McCain, who has 
a B+ rating from the National Rifle 
Association, said he was “very favor- 
ably disposed” to the proposal that 
has emerged from Sens. Patrick Toom- 
ey, R-Pa., and Joe Manchin, D-WVa. 

“I appreciate their work,” McCain 
said. “And the American people want 
to do what we can to prevent these 
tragedies.” 

Collins and Sen. Mark Kirk of Illi- 
nois are the only two Republicans 
besides Toomey who are expected to 
vote for the compromise as of now. 

It will take 60 votes to pass, mean- 
ing that more Republicans will have

Expanding Gun Rights 

The proposal by Sens. Patrick Toomey, R-Pa., 
and Joe Manchin, D-W.Va., actually includes 
language expanding firearms rights by easing some 
restrictions on transporting guns across state lines, 
protecting sellers from lawsuits if buyers passed 
a check but later used a gun in a crime and letting 
gun dealers conduct business in states where they 
don’t live. “If you are a law-abiding gun owner, you’re 
going to like this bill,’’ Manchin said, (ap) 


Meanwhile ... 

A split developed in the usually 
united gun-rights lobby Sunday as a 
well-regarded Second Amendment or- 
ganization enthusiastically endorsed 
compromise legislation proposed by 
Sens. Joe Manchin and Patrick Toomey 
that would expand background check 
requirements for gun sales, a position 
opposed by the powerful National Rifle 
Association. “We decided to back it be- 
cause we believe it is the right thing to 
do," said Julianne Versnel, director of 
operations for the Citizens Committee 
forthe Rightto Keepand Bear Arms, (ap) 


to come on board because some Dem- 
ocrats from gun-friendly states are 
expected to oppose the measure. 

“It’s an open question as to wheth- 
er or not we have the votes,” Toomey 
said. “I think it’s going to be close.” 

The measure requires background 
checks for people buying guns at gun 
shows and online. Background checks 
currently apply only to transactions 
handled by the country’s 55,000 
licensed gun dealers. Private transac- 
tions, such as a sale of a gun between 
family members, would still be exempt. 

The compromise, if successful, 
would be added to broader gun-con- 
trol legislation to strengthen laws 
against illegal gun trafficking and 
to slightly increase school security

Some States Drop GED 


As test prices spike, 
officials look for a 
better alternative 

Kansas City, Mo. 

Several dozen states are looking 
for an alternative to the GED high 
school equivalency test because of 
concerns that a new version com- 
ing out next year is more costly 
and will no longer be offered in a 
pencil-and-paper format. 

The responsibility for issuing 
high school equivalency certificates 
or diplomas rests with states, and 
they’ve relied on the General Educa- 
tion Development exam since soon 
after the test was created to help 
returning World War II veterans. 

But now 40 states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia are participat- 
ing in a working group that’s con- 
sidering what’s available besides 
the GED, and two test makers are 
hawking new exams. 


Other Options 

The electronic version of the GED 
will cost $120 starting in January. 
Here are two alternatives states are 
choosing to switch to: 

» New York chose CTB/McGraw- 
Hill’s new Test Assessing Secondary 
Completion, which costs between 
$50 and $60. It will gradually move 
from paper-and-pencilto computer. 
» New Hampshire and Montana are 
switching to the EducationalTesting 
Service's HiSET, which is $50 and 
offered on paper and computers, (ap) 


“It’s a complete paradigm 
shift because the GED has been 
the monopoly,” said Amy Riker of 
the Educational Testing Service, 
which developed one of the alter- 
native tests. 

Last month, New York, Mon- 
tana and New Hampshire said they 
were switching to a new high school 
equivalency exam, and dozens of 


others are exploring their options. 

The pushback comes as GED 
Testing Service prepares to intro- 
duce an electronic version of the 
exam in January, doubling the cost 
to $120. Developers say the new 
version is needed because near- 
ly all states are adopting tough- 
er math and reading standards to 
ensure students are prepared for 
college and careers. 

“The GED was in dangerous 
position of no longer being a reflec- 
tion of what high schools were 
graduating,” said Randy Trask, 
president and CEO of GED Test- 
ing Service, which previously was 
solely operated by the nonprofit 
American Council on Education. 

He said students in pilot sites are 
passing the computerized version 
at higher rates than the paper ver- 
sion. For test-takers who fail a sec- 
tion, the computerized version pro- 
vides details about what skills they 
need to work on before retaking the 
exam, heather Hollingsworth (ap)

U.S. Open to N. Korea Diplomacy 


Kerry, Japan signal 
possibility of talks 
if conditions are met 


Tokyo 

The United States and Japan 
opened the door Sunday to new 
nuclear talks with North Korea if 
the country lowers tensions and 
honors past agreements. 

U.S. Secretary of State John 
Kerry said North Korea would 
find “ready partners” in the Unit- 
ed States if it began abandoning 
its nuclear program.

The diplomats seemed to point 
at a possible revival of the six- 
nation talks that have been sus- 
pended for four years. China has 
long pushed for the process to 
resume without conditions. But 
the U.S. and allies South Korea and 
Japan fear rewarding North Korea 
for its belligerence and failed talks 
that have prolonged the crisis. 

While many of North Korea’s 
nuclear threats have been dis- 
missed as bluster, U.S. and South 
Korea say the North in coming 
days may test a mid-range missile 
designed to reach as far as the U.S. 
territory of Guam. 

Japan is the last stop on a 
10 -day trip for Kerry, who also 
visited South Korea and Beijing.

Officials: Columbia 
Pike project is not on 
federal funding list 

Arlington 

The controversial Columbia Pike 
streetcar project, more than a decade 
in the making, will not get federal 
funding, officials with Arlington 
and Fairfax counties learned Fri- 
day, but they don’t know why. 

The Federal Transit Adminis- 
tration did not list the $250 mil- 
lion streetcar project on its 2014 
Small Starts funding list, which 
was released Friday without expla- 
nation. Arlington had hoped for as 
much as $75 million for the project. 

“We are disappointed, no ques- 
tion about it, but we will not give 
up in searching for federal dollars,” 
said J. Walter Tejada, chairman of 
the Arlington County Board. “We 
might qualify for other federal 
funds ... there’s some new state 
transportation funding. And it will 
be important for us to know why 
we were not selected.” 

The impact of federal seques- 
tration on transportation funding 
could be the culprit. 

Tejada said the project will move 
forward. In fact, $80 million worth 
of street improvements along the 
Pike are underway, and a neighbor- 
hood redevelopment plan is also 
in the works. Virginia Gov. Bob 
McDonnell recently signed into law 
a 0.7 percent sales tax increase in 
Northern Virginia to fund trans- 
portation projects. 

“We are methodically execut- 
ing a plan that has been developed

Bridge Nears the End of Its Span 


Major repairs to 
the iconic structure 
could cost $250M 

Washington 

The Memorial Bridge hasn’t 
opened its draw span in more than 
50 years. The old bridge hasn’t 
had a serious repair job in almost 
40 years. And it has never under- 
gone a major overhaul. 

Last week, the National Park 
Service took the first steps in a 
proposed multiyear repair proj- 
ect that could, under some scenar- 
ios, close the 8l-year-old span for 
three months. 

With its nine graceful arches, 
the low-slung neoclassical bridge 


has been etched into the memory 
of Washington and the nation. But 
some of the drawbridge supports 
are heavily corroded. The elegant 
granite balustrades and benches 
are cracked and chipped. And the 
concrete and steel underpinnings 
of the bridge and sidewalks are 
severely deteriorated. 

“The bridge is ... stable now,” 
said Charles Borders II, a Park Ser- 
vice transportation branch chief. 
But the Park Service has increased 
inspections, and if major repairs 
are not made, truck and bus traffic 
could be banned within five years. 

Short-term repairs have been 
made twice in the past two years. 
But, “it’s so old now that ... piece- 
meal approaches” are not enough, 
said Jon James, deputy superin-

The Memorial Bridge 

Designed in the 1920s, the

Thus far, there is no funding 
for the project, but the Park Ser- 
vice estimates that it could cost

Aspiring Charter Has Elite Friends

Sidwell Friends, the topflight pri- 
vate school, has lent its support 
to a group of former students and 
faculty who are seeking to open a 
public charter school in D.C. 

The aspiring charter found- 
ers say they want One World Pub- 
lic Charter School to give middle- 
school students from across the 
city an opportunity to experience 
— for free — the caliber of educa- 
tion that costs $34,268 a year at 
the independent Quaker school. 

Charters have drawn lead- 
ers from high-flying college-prep 
schools before. But it’s unusual for 
a brand-name private school to 
publicly endorse a start-up char- 
ter and to agree, as Sidwell has, 
to explore opportunities for a con- 
tinuing relationship. 

Should One World win approv- 
al next month to open its doors in 
fall 2014, a public vote of confidence 
from the school that educates Pres- 
ident Barack Obama’s daughters 
could give it an immediate com- 
petitive advantage in a crowded 
District school marketplace.

Tax Rebate Card 
Fees Draw Ire 

Richmond, Va. 

As national Tax Day arrives, many 
taxpayers anticipate the refund 
they will receive after filing. But 
this year in Virginia, instead of 
a check, taxpayers will receive a 
debit card with their refund on it 
(or they can choose a direct depos- 
it to their bank account). 

As with all debit cards, there can 
be fees. This has prompted some 
upset Virginians to ask: Why am 
I being charged a fee to collect my 
tax refund? 

“At best it’s unethical. At worst 
they’re stealing money,” said Eileen 
Tribble, of the Alexandria area, who 
had trouble transferring money 
off of the card, then was docked 
$2, twice, for phone calls trying 
to resolve the problem. 

The card is being administered 
by Xerox, and Virginia tax offi- 
cials say the program is saving the 
commonwealth about $200,000. 
Xerox is not charging Virginia 
for the debit-card service, but the 
company is pocketing the fees.

3 things to consider 
before buying your 
spectacles online

The Internet is using deep discounts 
and greater variety to entice a rap- 
idly growing number of shoppers 
to purchase prescription eyeglasses 
online. Technology, however, hasn’t 
erased all of the advantages of buy- 
ing glasses in a store. Here are some 
issues to consider: 

1. Internet Options 

Of the websites that sell eyewear 
in men’s and women’s styles, some 
feature well-known brands such 
as Oakley and Gucci. These sites 
include such established ven- 
dors as Framesdirect.com and 
39dollarglasses.com and more 
recent entrants such as Warby 
Parker. 

These sites let customers scroll 
through hundreds of options and 
styles in different colors. Some, 
such as Framesdirect.com, allow 
visitors to upload pictures so they 
can see how a pair of glasses would 
look on their face. 

Retailer 1-800-Contacts will 
offer a three-dimensional version 
of this concept next month, when 
it launches a free app that enables 
users to virtually try on glasses 


after taking a picture of their face 
with a smartphone or tablet. 

2. Online Advantages 

Virtual vendors can offer page after 
page of variety. Framesdirect.com 
says on its website that it carries 
more than 100,000 products and 
500 brands. 39dollarglasses.com 
features glasses that sell for $39, 
and Warby Parker advertises pre- 
scription glasses starting at $95. 

Convenience can be another 
benefit. Warby Parker will send up 
to five pairs of glasses to a custom- 
er to try on at home for five days 
and then return with a pre-paid 
shipping label. 1-800-Contacts will 
send five frames and give custom- 
ers seven days to try them. 

3. The Limitations 

Online stores can’t connect custom- 
ers with eyewear experts who can 
walk them through a purchase. And 
the initial cost for glasses advertised 
on a website may be a bargain, but 
extra fees for a strong prescription 
or tinted lenses can add to the bill. 

Online shoppers also may want 
to do a little research on their ven- 
dor before buying glasses. Find out 
how the vendor handles adjustments 
to a prescription or returns. Some 
sites offer money-back guarantees 
on returns if the glasses are sent 
back within a certain time frame.

performance, not its aesthetics, 
should be the focus.

Riders, design critics

The iconic design of Metro’s rail 
stations, intended to echo the mon- 
uments that make up the capital 
landscape, is getting a modern 
makeover, officials said last week. 

Stainless steel, bright lights 
and clear glass would supplant 
the soft lighting and dark colors 
that have the defined the system 
since it was designed and built in 
the 1960s and 1970s. 

The proposed changes mark a 
striking departure for Metro, one 
that drew immediate critiques from 
preservationists — and more from 
riders over the weekend. 

The Bethesda station will be 
the prototype for the redesigned 
look. Metro said it will cost about 
$10 million to roll out the features 
there by mid-2015. The transit 
agency will then decide whether 
to extend the design to much or 
all of Metro’s 86-station system. 

Online, the announcement 
stirred some of the transit agency’s 
critics, who said the rail system’s
